BANKS WILL FLOAT 
BIG LOAN IN RUSSIA. 


_ NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE 


NEW YORK. Oct. 21.—Negotia- 
tions are under way to extend a big 
credit to the all-Russian government 
at Omsk by an international banking 
evndicate to be composed of British 
and American and probably French 
bankers. Details of this operation, 
it was said today, will be made pub- 
lic in a few days. 

It is understood the full credit 
may run as high as $50,000,000 and 
that the American participation 
will be in the neighborhoed of 
$15,000,000. The plans being con- 
sidered, it was said, do not con- 
template an offering of bonds in this 
market but merely the arrangement 
of a commercial credit for the bene- 
fit of the Omsk government. 

About three months ago it wag re- 
ported that similar negotiations 


| had been arranged for 
Admiral Kolchak, head of the 
Omsk government. That transac- 
tion, according to reports at the 
time, called for the deposit of 
$5,000,000 in gold bullion with a 
banking institution at Hongkong, as 
collateral for the loan arranged 


In the new arrangement it is ex- 
pected the Omsk government will be 
called on to pledge collateral, prob- 
ably in the form of gold, with some 
responsible institution in Allied or 
neutral country.

Right of Way Secuerd for 
Flood Control District. \ 


Expect Washington to Order 
of Contract 


Anxious Task of Two Years 
on Verge of Success, 


After two years of aaliiaiet the 
flood control district yesterday be- 
came legally possessed of the com- 
plete right of way for the construc- 
tion of the $1,000.600 flood control 
channel in Long Beach, which will 
be undertaken by the government. 
This channel, five miles long, and 
530 feet wide at the bottom, ex- 
tending from Cerritos trestle to the 


Pacific Ocean, is designed to carry 
off the silt and flood waters and 
prevent rivers turning them from 


ranch land and bridges. 

A resolution adopted by the Board 
of Supervisors yesterday, setting 
forth that all requirements have 
been met, was dispatched to Col. 
Downing, resident United States en- 
Sineer. who will telegraph the con- 
tents to Washingion. It is expected 
that a telegram will be received 
back authorizing Col. Downing to 
award the contract for the construc- 
tion of the channel. The lowest bid- 
der is the United Dredging Com- 
pany, which offered to do the work 
within the appropriation of $1,0890,- 
000 made by the government. 

GIGANTIC WORK. 


The rights of way alone for this 
gigantic work have cost the county 
approximately $800,000. The flood 
control district was obligated to 
turn these over to the government 
before work on the channel could 
be started. The district was also to 
defray the cost of necessary roads 
and bridges, adjust all damage 
claims, and maintain the improve- 
ment after completion. 

The Secretary of War, the reso- 
lution recites, ‘has approved 
agreement of September 27, 
signed by the Board of Supervisors 
of the Los Angeles county flood éon- 
trol district. covering these details. 

The resolution of the Supervisors 
authorizes the United States govern- 
ment “to enter upon and occupy the 
right of way for the performance

WOODWORK IN THE FLAT 


When Tt Clashes With Furniture, 
Try Combinations in Drapcriecs. 


Nowadays, when the demand for 
living accommodations is so much 
houses and bungalows are built in 
such haste that little care has been 
taken. to have the best possible re- 
sults In any room. The woodwork 
has been installed without regard 
te the furniture which will some- 
times take its place there. Owners 
of mahogany furniture are con- 
fronted with the problem of har- 
monising tt with oak woodwork, 
and there is that nondescript, red- 
dish brown stain, such a favorite 
with the average contractor and so 
appalling in the way in which it 
clashes with woodwork of e:ther 
dull oak or mahogany. 

The solution of the problem does 
not We in the doing over of the 
woodwork. For while this is, of 
course. the most eaatisfactovy way, 
and the best choice of a finish is 
white paint, in most cases it is un- 
feasible. as it ts sometimes difficult 
to obtain permission to make the 
change, but more often it is hardly 
worth while to go to all the trouble 
and expense entailed unless one is 
more certain of permanency than is 
the average metropolitan resident. 
The easiest solution lies in the 
choice of hangings. It is possible by 
this means to cover up the greater 
part of the woodwork and to make 
the remaining expanses, such as the 
baseboard, mantel, etc., not so gilar- 
ingly ugly by the proper combina- 
tion of colors in these hangings. 
For instance, tn the case of the 
yellow oak woodwork and mahor- 
any furniture, cretonne could be 
found with, perhaps. a cream 
ground and well covered‘with a de- 
sign of tan, which blends with the 
oak, and a red brown, which blends 
mith the mahogany, and maybe «a 
little green and blue. 

But the predominant note should 
be the tan and brown. This will 
give a rich effect to the whole room 
and make a harmenious color’ 
scheme. With figured hanxings of 
this kind one should have plain wal! 
paper and a floor covering not too 
ounced in design.

TY AND RESERVATIONS. 


Prospects of the early ratification of 


the peace treaty with interpretative reser- 
vations but without amendments are grow- 
ing surer daily. Senator Lodge, Republican 
leader, has recognized the futility of seek- 
ing amendments that would necessitate re- 
submission of the treaty to the original 
signatories, including Germany. Senator 
Hitchcock said, in an interview in The 
Times Monday, that “it is not possible that 
the extreme views of either side in ‘he 
treaty will prevail.” Coming from the ad- 
ministration leader, this is tantamount to 
a confession that the President's support- 
ers have not been able to rally cnough 
votes to ratify the treaty without reserva- 
tions. As far as the “bitter-enders,” Reed, 
Borah and Johnson, are concerned, their 
support has narrowed down chiefly to the 
radical and proGerman elements to the 
country, and these elements are notorious- 
ly shy of votes in the Senate. 

Prime interest now centers about the 
number of reservations and the form that 
they shall take. The Times correspondent 
in Washiggton was able to secure a copy 
of seven tentative reservations which con- 
form to the views of the “mild reserva- 
tionists,” the group nolWing the balance of 
power in the Senate. The text of these 
reservations was published exclusively in 
The Times Monday morning. Report in 
Washington says that they have been up- 
proved by Senator Lodge. This is doubt- 
ful, however, for most of them follow close- 
ly the reservations submitted originally as 
compromise provisions by Mr. Taft; reser- 
vations which Senator Lodge said would 
not be acceptable. 

Former Chief Justice Hughes is the orig- 
inal advocate of the first four reservations 
suggested. They have since been approved 
as to sentiment, but not textually, by Mr. 


Root and Mr. Taft; so they may with jus- 


tice be regarded as Republican reserva- 
tions. By reason of his long sojourn in 
Paris, perhaps, President Wilson alowed 
himself to be carried farther on the road 


@ reservation which would seem to ques- 
tion the good faith of any Allied people in 
ratifying the treaty. 

Reservations six and seven relate to the 
question of the vote of the self-governing 
dominions of the British Empire in the As- 
sembly of the league. In the form pre 
sented they ere obscure and needlessly 
complicated. They are so plainly sops of- 


fered to modify certain “conscientious ob-. 


jectors” that serious consideration of them 
is precluded. Their adoption would tend 
to lessen the dignity of this country in the 
eyes of the rest of the world. It is not 
possible under the covenant of the learue 
for this country to be outvoted; and it looks 
as though someone is afraid we might be 
out-talked. A giant with six heads does 
not seem to have any physical advantage 
over a giant with one. In fact, the posscs- 
sion of those extra five heads would be 
likely to prove a serious inconvenieace to 
their possessor; and it was «o regarded by 
the comp.issioners of the other Allied coun- 
tries whon the covenant was drafted. 
Finally, the reservation stage represents 
the last phase of the debate over treaty 
ratification. The “bitter-enders” have been 
ingloriously beaten. The opponents of the 
treaty know that it is certain of ad yption. 
But it is necessary that the form of each 


reservation should be scrutinized to make | 


eertain that none of them {fs of such nature 
as to necessitate resubmission to the ovig- 
inal signatories. It is well to keep in mind 
that Great Britain, France and Italy have 
shown sufficient faith in the honesiy ond 
purpose of the other signatories to ratify 
the treaty as written. | 

The Trmes rotes with some amusement 
that there is a sudden scurrying of politi- 
cians, both within and without the Senate, 
to clamber aboard the ratification band 
wagon; and we would not surprised to 
find Senator Johnson himself voting for 
the treaty, with an explanatory statement 
to the effect that he is the real author of 
the reservations and, as such, the second 
savior of the world.
